HOW I TRIED TO BUY A THRONE. 


“In order to follow the excel- 
lent advice given me by ex-King 
Carlos,” continued the Count, “I 
had to do some hard thinking. 
In this I enlisted the aid of that 
beautiful and clever woman, 
Madelaine de Bavias, my sweet- 
heart, then living in Paris, ask- 
ing her if she could introduce me 
to some business friends. 

"In course of time I waa in- 
troduced to these gentlemen, who 
included Count de Dion-Boutton, 
later owner of the famous motor- 
car firm; the Princes de Sagun 
and de Rohan, both of whom 
were natute business men, and 
the Polish banker, Ladisvias 
Heftler, After a imecting, at 
which IT put forward my plans, | 
we decided to form a syndicate | 
for the purpose of advancing ay 
loan to the Bulgarian Govern-| 
ment, which at, that time -was: 
sorely in need of funds. 1 war! 
nominated as Chairman-of ‘this; 
syndicate and waa despatched to: 
Bulgaria to open negotiations. 
with the contracting parties. i 
With this mission in view, I 
made my way without delay to 
Sofia and Belgrade, in the first 
days of March, 1887. 

The First Bite ! 

“T had with me a_ secretary 
and a valet de chambre, both of 
whom spoke the Bulgarian Jan- 
guoge, whilst [ myself was very 
elegantly attired, having visited 
the best tailor in Paris prior to 
my departure. In Sofia I waa re- 
ccived with every courtesy and 
was introduced by the French 
Charge D’Affaires to the For- 
eign Minister of Bulgaria, M. 
Strausky, who presented me to 
that famous statesman and Dic- 
tator, Stefan Stambolov (who 
eventually secured the election 
of Prince Ferdinand of Coburg- 
Gotha to the vacant throne). 
The first bite on my rod, can J 
say, and a large one! 

“The circumstances were * en- 
tirely in my favour, for the Bul- 
garian Government at that time 
was urgently in need of money, 
whereas the principal countries 
of Europe, refusing to recognise 
the new State, which waa atill 
under the suzerainty of Turkey, 
naturally could not be appealed: 
to for a loan. For that reason, the! 
offer which I was able to make. 
to the Government was received | 
with, acclamation. I played my! 
trump card by inducing a Jewish. 
banker, Baron Roenigawarter, to’ 
come from Vienna and arrange 
through me a loan of 20,000,000 
florins, This increased my popu- 
larity with the people of Bul- 
garia and the political Icaders, 
and I wns extravagantly lauded 
by the Press aga the saviour of 
the. country! 1 

I Am Chosen As Tsar. 

“The . European Powers in 
those days Insisted that the new 
state of Bulgarin’ should have a 
Prince Regent on the 'T' 9ne if 
they were to have officla recog- 
nition, and, acting on my subtle 
auggestion, the Bulgarian Par- 
Mament elected me, a descendant 
of the Roya! Counts of Toulouse, 
to the Throne of Bulgaria. 
There was one flaw, however. 
Bulgaria being still ‘under the 
suzerainty of the Sultan of Tur- 
key, I was obliged to go to Con- 
stantinople in person to obtaln 
the confirmation of my clection 
on Tsar by the Sultan, Abdul 


mid. 
“Accordingly, I journeyed to 
Stamboul with o suite of Bul- 


‘garian Ministers, Proceeded to 


Varna, a Bulgarian seaport on 
the Black Sea, and thence took 
steamer. to Constantinople, ar- 
riving in the Turkish capital in 
April, 1887. There I took a suite 
in the luxurious Hotel Iuxem- 
bourg. 
Welcomed By France. 

“My firat vinit was to the French 
Ambaasador, Count de Montcbello, 
connected with the well-known 
champagne firm, who tater was ap- 
pointed as Ambasandor to Ruasia, 
Tho Count received me very kind- 
ly, for my election to the Throne, 
us a Frenchman, would atrengthen 
France's political tics with the 
Balkans. He introduced me the 
following day to the First Minister 
of Turkey, the Grand Vizier Kemal! 
Pasha, (a distinguished diplomat, 
who had been educated in Paris 
and was, consequently, warmly dis- 
posed towards the French people. 
The Grand Vizier assured me that 
I had every hopo of securing the 
confirmation of his master, the 
Sultan, 

I Mect The Sultan. , 

“A few days later I was pre- 
sented to the Sultan Abdul Hamid 
at the so-called “Selemik," a State 
review of the Turkish troops. Tho 
Sultan, who had just come from 
the Mosque, spoke very affably to 
me and informed me that he had 
no objection to my. election by the 
people of Bulgaria as their Tsar, 
Thus, when I shook hands with 
him and took my departure, I wag 
in high hopes of returning to Sofia 
as the ruler of the country. . But 
“there ia many a alip twixt the cup 
and the lip,” as your axiom has it, 
and how was I to guess that all my 
plans and schemes would be folled 
by the untimely apperrance of a 
vulgar barber? 

The Retraysl. 

““Phe final curtain fell upon my 
Royal adventures in the following 
manner. I gave a luncheon party 
at my hotel in Constantinople, to 
members of the Diplomatic Corps 
and important Turkish Govern- 
ment officials, many of whom were 
Beys and Pashaa. 

“As the host, I sat at the end of 
the huge and lavishly. ‘decorated 
table in the golden dining-room, 
when suddenly, In the midst of 
speeches and tonste of congratula- 
tion, a man approached me from 
behind and spoke to me in French, 
‘Do you not recognise me, sir?’ he 
asked, To which I replied, ‘No, 
sir, I really don’t,” although I 
seemied to have seen him some- 
where before. ‘Indeed, sir," he 
safd, unctiously, ‘I was your bar- 
ber, Tibenu, whom you used to call! 
“Brin D’armour” when. you were 
an officer in the Tanr’s Horse 
Guards, at St. Petersburg.’ The 
man angored mo, but I turned ta 
him calmly and replied, ‘You have 
made a mistake. 1 was nover in 
Russla in all my \ffe, and certain- 
ly was not in any Horse Guards.’ 
The man, however, was peraistent. 
‘No. sir, I make no mistake,’ ho 
solid. ‘As an artist in my line, I 
nover forgot tho heads df my

The Cricket Club performs the role of 
guardian or ward of the ground exceedingly well. The privilege is 
never nbused. It maintains the cricket pitch at the cost of many 
hundred dollarg per annum and it ensures perfectly good tennis 
courts in the tennis season, No one would desire a change of 
“tenant.” 


In pask years, however, the public has exercised the right of 


witnessing the various matches in the annual open terinis tourna. ; 
ments. Those who can afford it have paid the Club the fee demand- 
ed for o seat in the stand erected at the expense of the Club, Those 
Poorer fn pocket have had no less pleasure in watching the games 
either from the road or inside the enclosure, standing.

classes for the purpose of mak- 
ing hia’ anninl report. On De- 
eember 18, Dr. D, Laing, Assist- 
ant Medical Officer for Schools, 
mnde the second _ half-yearly 
medical inspection of the college 
premises, 

In hia annual report on the 
college Mr. Sutherland = says: 
“Phe building is suitable, and 
the equipment good, The staff 
is adequate, and the discipline 
very good. I inspected all the 
book work ‘which is good 
throughout .the school. From 
Clnss G6 upwards reading and 
conversation showed a marked 
improvement. Mathematics ts 
well taught. * Dictation — tests 
given in’ these classes showed 
ratisfactory results, and pupils 
answered intelligently questions 
on general subjects.” 

Boarding Department,

It is a general mistake to suppose 
that examinations are a test of 
knowledge afone, and that the sole 
requirement for anccesa is n reten- 
tive memory. The examiner who 
redueci examinations to mere re- 
production simply does not know 
his business. Examinations will 
serve their purpose botter, if ques~ 
tions are set to determine whether 
or not the candidate has attained ao 
certain vequiret= utandard = or, in 
other words. to find out what one 
knows, instend of what he docs not 
know, which is quite a ‘different 
thing. If the examiner will give up 
preparing papers calculated ta Im- 
press the public and will only work 
out his own papers under conditions 
similar to the excitement and furry 
which ong‘ alwaya “asdociates with 
the examination hnll, he is not fke- 
ly to put too much into the time 
allotted, or to pitch his standard 
too high, two things which he very 
often does. It is better for an 
wamliner ta err on the side of 
easiness, so ag to be able to exercise 
some strictness in correcting the 
answers, than to make ead victims 
of those who como under his Inex- 
perience. Ho ohould view tho teat 
from the standpoint of tho can- 
didate aa well as from his own, re- 
member that he was young once, 
and take Into account tho Hmita- 
tlons of youth. 

Matriculation Success, 

We presented 24 boys 
Matriculotlon Examination, ‘and 7 
Presed with 4 distInctionz; 2 wore

thoy passed in more’ than five 
sections, because thoy did not get 
sufficient marks in Trigonometry, 
which was compulsory and in which 
several distinguished thomeolves the 
provious§ year. Only 6 boys man- 
ayed te pasa tho Junior Local 
Examination with 8 distinctions. 
Theso results were tho worst In the 
history of the college, hnd I sincero- 
ly hope thero will be no repetition, 
Many of our Class 1 and Claas 2 
boys sot for the Customs College 
Examination held In Canton, and of 
the twelve auccessful candidates 
who were chosen from.among a 
total of more than 200, six were 
Wah Yan boys; and one of them, 
Tsang Chun-hon, topped the Ilst. 
They are now pursuing furthor 
studica Jn Shangha!l and Peking, 
and [ wish them every attccoas. 
Since the publication of 
examination results in the 
Press, much has been sald 
written by those who tricd to find 
reasons for what they wore plensed 
to call the “Junior Local Fiasco,” 
Some blamed the ovor-crowding of 
the examination programme, and 
others the  unpreparednesa of the 
candidates; and they were not far 
from the truth, ‘Perhaps the 
neglect of History, Geography, and 
the Bible, all of which help tho

Study of Sclence. 

In former years when the boys in 
Classes [and 2 of this college took! 
an interest in the study of History 
and the Hible, thea percentage of, 
pisses waa fairly high; but since! 
they dropped these subjects In, 
favour of science, the results have 
not been so gratifylng, because of 
the conaequent lowerlngy of the 
standard of thely English, As it 
has always. been our policy te let 
our boys choose their own subjects, 
and as they sit for eight or nine 
sections even without History and 
the Bible, we do not wish to force 
them to study these two subjects, 
although, in our opinion, they have 
more cultural value than either 
mathematics or sefence, They are 
certalnly more useful te a boy who 
does not intend to pursue further 
studies at'a university. It is our 
fervent hope that interest in His- 
tory and the Bible will revive, be- 
cause the study of these two sube; 
jecta is n potent source of literary | 


appreciation. 


Iam, I have’ always been, an 
enthuslast fer the study of History, 
not for the sake of mere knowledge, 
but for ity influence on the mind. 
Personally, I think that, with the 
possible exception of poetry and the 
drama, there is no subject superior 
to History for the cultivation of the 
imagination, by which IT mean the 
power to picture absent things to 
one's vclf or to represent them to 
others. Tha study ,of  Hiatory 
strengthens a paraon’s capacity for 
understanding people and things, 
Tf ennbles him to live, move, and 
think In n world different Crom the 
narrow one which surrounds him, 
to sympathise with other times, to 
understand the men and women of 
other countries, and above all, to 
enjay mental change of atmosphere, 
which will brace him to | greater 
activity and atrengthen his Intel- 
Jectusl and moral faculties, No 
subject tuught in achools is better 
enlculated to encourage and foster 
the advancement of international 
understanding, goodwill, and peace, 
for which the best braina in the 
world, are working. It should not 
be forgotten that after all education 
is, whatever, chaps or form it may 
tuke, a preparation for life by a 
Parent generation of a child genera. 
tion. Some of those at college to- 
day will have a hand in steering the 
ship of state through the stormy 
sen of politics to-morrow. If they 
attempt to do so without a srood 
knowledge of modern history, they 
wil he Uke the captain of a ship 
who ventures out ‘on n typhoon. 
swept rea without a rudder.

: RARE CAREER. 


Chinese “ Captain of 
Industry.” 


MR. MA YING-PIU. 


A career of remarkable achieve- 
ments is that of Mr. Mn Ying-ptu, 
whose photo appears In the illus. 
trated section of thie fasue. 

Asa young man, Mr. Sa went to 

Australla, where ho started his 
eareor as a farmer. He tolled hard 
and saved as much of his carnings 
as he could, Then, with some 
friends, he established the Wing 
Sang Co. fruit merchants, fn 
Sydney. 
The enterprize was so succensful 
that in three years’ tlme Mr. Ma 
waa able to return to China, a com- 
paratively rich man. Ho came to 
Hong Kong and here organised the 
import and export firms of Wah 
Shun and Wing Choong Taj. 

In 1900, Mr. Ma concelved the 
{dea of opening a department store 
in Hong Kong. He waa golng to 
Introduce the “one price’ syatem of 
business to thls part of the world. 
He set about developing that idea 
und finally, with a capital of $25,000, 
he Inunched the SIncere'Co., Ltd. 

This establishment, as Mr. Ma 
had foreseen, proved popular from 
the start and has grown under hts 
management to fta present sound 
position with branches In Canton 
and Shanghai and capttal Increased 
to $10,000,000, . 


Insurance Ventures. 


Not yet sntisfed with | this 
achievement, Mr, Ma found more 
scope for his unusual bualness or- 
ganising ability by catablishing the 
Sincere Insurance and Investment 
Co, Ltd, the Sincere Life Assur- 
ance Co, Ltd, and the Sincere Co. 
(Porfume Manufactory) Ltd., the 
capitals of the three firms aggregat- 
ing $7,000,000, 

Besldes being a remarknble bual- 
Mr. Ma is also n great 
philanthropist who is always willing 
to {dentify himself with organtsa- 
tlons for the benefit of hls fellow: 
men in less fértunate position than 
he. Thus in 1909 he became Chair- 
man of the Kwangtung Pat Yap 
(Elght Districts) Flood Relief 
Committee in Hong Kong. This 
Committee raised over half a mil- 
lion dollars for the rellef of the vic- 
tims of the flood disasters along the 
Pearl River valley. 

In 1918 Mr. Ma waa clocted one 
of the Directors of the Canton 
Christian College (now known aa 
the Lingnam University), being the 


firat Chinese to recelve appointment 
on the Bonrd-of Director in that 
College. ‘Further honour was be- 
stowed on him by the College In 
1921 when he was elected Chairman 
of the Board. u 


Commerclal and Savings Bank. 


Mr. Ma embarked on further 
business enterprise in 1922 when he 
started the National Commercial 
and Savings Bank, Ltd, with head 
ofMce here and branches in Shang: 
hai,. Canton, Hankow, Tlentsin and 
Singapore. Here in Hong Kong 


there are also branches of the bank}. 


in Wanchai and) Yaumati. The 
capital is $6,000,000. 

Mr. Ma at present divides his at- 
tention between thla Bank and his 
first baby (the Sincere Emporium), 
being Managing Director of both. 

In 1928 Mr. Ma was honoured by 
the Natlona! Government at Nan- 
king by being appointed a member 
of the Committee of the Chungshan 
Model District, In nssociation with 
Mr: Tang Shao-yue (Chairman), 
Mr. Sun Fo, Governor Chan Ming- 
shu of Canton, and General Woo 
Teh-nhing, and other members. 

The following year Mr. Ma per- 
formed the opening coremony at the 
College of Agriculture of the Ling- 
nam University, Canton, and was 
presented: with a gold key by the 


University as a memento 
occasion. 

Sha Chung, Chungshan, Mr. Ma’‘s |. 
native village, has every reaaon to 
be proud of this aon of tho soll, and 
grateful to him for hla many munl- 
ficence.. Ho alone bore tho full ox- 
penses of Inylng out the Sha Chung 
Public Gardon, and the orectlon of | 
the Sha Chung Girla’ School and 
Hostel, and the Sha Chung Kindor- 
garten, 

In Canton, Mr. Ma’a benofactlons 
Included tho full donation of the 
Reception Hall, the Nuralng Home. 
and the Tencheva’ Quarters of 
Lingnam University; and he donat- 
ed $10,000 tuward the building of 
the Shap Yau Hall of the aamo 
University, toward the full coat of 
which several other wealthy Chinose 
also contributed.

Although these troubles are all 
more or lesa due to lgnorance, 
they nre not the result of faulty 
manufacture or assembly, 
they are all maintenance charges 
to be borne by the owner. Even 
should a rear axle break it does 
not follow that the part muat bo 
replaced free of charge under war- 
ranty, for It may be due to flerce 
elutch engagement or to other un- 
skilful manipulations of the driv- 
er. 

Common Sense. 

Actually it will be found that 
the genernl practice fs for the ser- 
vice department to apply a grent 
deal of common sense to the ad- 
justment of alt claims, and much 
dependa on the sincerity of the 
parties negotisting.  Ownera who 
are honest about thelr troubles 
will find that in the great major-

BY HIS BARBER.

Foreign Minister, and the Russian, 
French and English Ambassadors 
as an fmposter—-n ronegade Rus- 
slan officer of the Tsar's army who 
had been expelled from the country 
an a political agitator! 

“An you may guess, thla oplsode 
produced a tremendous scnsntion, 
nnd a telegram was despatched by 
the Runsian Ambassador, Nelfdorif, 
to St. Petersburg, whore it was 


_| reported to the Tsar by tho Minis- 


tor of Foreign Affairs, The Tsar's 
reply waa curt and decisive. “Have 
him arrested and brought back to 
St. Petersburg,” he commanded. 

“So I was arrested on the 
authority of the Russian Consul, 
Lagowsky, who obtained a warrant 
from the Turkish Chiof of Police, 
Bonen Pasha, and the very next 
day “I was escorted aboard the 
Russian Hner s.8, Kornaloff, which 
aniled in the afternoon for Odcasa. 

Taunts and Insults. 

“L will not weary you with an 
necount of the taunta and tnaults 
which I recelved from various 
officials on my arrival in Russta, 


“the majority of whom were fecret- 


ly jenlous of my exploits, of my 
ancestry, and my vast catates In 
Kovno. For two weeks I was in- 
carcernted in the fortress of Petro- 
Paul, the State jail Later the 
Chief of the Gendarmerie took me 
to see the Minister of the Interior, 
Count Dimltry Tolstol, who hap- 
pened to be a distant relative of 
Hmine on my father’s side. He waa 
very sympathetic and during a 
tete-n-tete informed me that I had 
been very foolish in attempting to 
secure the Throne of Bulgaria 
without notifying the Taor of my 
Intention. Had I s0 Informed him, 
he added, I might, with his Inter- 
vention, have been allowed to re- 
tain the Throne unmolested ond 
oven with the support of the Tsnr. 
In such a position I might have 
nided the political alms of Russia 
in the Balkans, for the Tsar had 
for Jong beon unsuccessfully on- 


denvouring to obtain the clection 
of a Russian Princo for the Bul- 
xarinn Throne! However, added 
Count ‘Tolstol, by my unwise 
actions, Y had disgraced = my- 
self before all Europe and 
there was not the slightest op- 
portunity of my seeking the 
Throne again. Russta’s oppor- 
tunity, too, was lost, for he inform- 
ed mo that since my arrest and ex- 
tradition. Prince Ferdinand of 
Coburg-Gotha, a nephew of Queen 
Victorin, hnd ascended the vacant 
Throne. 
“Onc Small Step... .” 

“With this conversation the his- 
toric incident of my clection to 
the Throne of Bulgaria, which was 
afterwards hushed up as much as 
posalble in the four countries con- 
cerned, ended my pretentiona to a 
Royal regime. But for many years 
afterwards [ was known jn Ruasla 
aos the “Ex-Taar of Bulgaria.” 
Thus {t {6 only ono small step from 
grentness to ridicule, as was re- 
markod by the Empcror Napoleon, 
just before his departure to St. 
Helena In exile.” 

The Count closed his sad brown 
eyes far a moment and thon smiled 
at mo ns a sister came up to in- 
dicate, with that polite and gontic 


way of command they. have in 
hospitals the world over, that the 
interview had already Insted long 
enough. 

“That is not all my story,” he 
said as he bade me au revoir in the 
courteous ‘manner of a day long 
past.
